He denied that the releases 
were related to the election of 
Jimmy Carter to the U.S, 
presidency, es some foreign nress 
reports have indicated. Mr, Carter 
has spoken critically of Gen, 
Pinochet's regime and other au- 
thoritarlan governments. 

“It is not true that I have let 
myself be influenced by Mr. Car- 
ter.” President Pinochet said in 
the city of San Javier, 200 miles 
south of Santiago. He said that 
the releases had been planned 
since September. 

The Roman Catholic Church 
issued a statement saying it was 
“delighted” with the release of 
the politica] prisoners. 

The detention camp etrptied to- 


day is Puchuneavi, 100 miles 
Dorthwest of here. Authorities 
took the 168 prisoners from there 
to the Tres Alamcs camp. on the 
edge of Santiago, for processing 
before their release.

They were furious 
with the Liberal government for 
trying to force their children into 
French schools, and consequently 
ther contributed to the Liberal 
defeat, mostly by voting for the 
National Union. The Union gave 
them a chance to vote for feder- 
alism, which most of them sup- 
port, and against the Liberals, 

Robert Bourassa, the outgoing 
Premier, lost his district of Mer- 
cier, in the middle of Montreal, 
partly because 2 third of his elec- 
torate was of immigrent origin.

Polish Unit Says

But many NATO systems are 
not interoperable, posing real 
battlefield problems. He said that 
tactical communications equip- 
ment was the worst example, 
meaning that unit commanders 
might not even be able to talk 
to each other. Another potential 
problem, he said, was aircraft. 
“We don't even know if the new 
MRCA and F-16 aircraft are 
interoperable.” he said. 


Three-Nation Effort 


The MRCA aircraft is jointly 
developed by West Germany, 
Italy and Britain. The F-16 is 
used by the United States and 
several other allies. France uses

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OPEC Hesitates 


The Orsaniszation of Petroleum Exporting 
countries appears to be considering post- 
ponement of a scheduled meeting next 
month at which it was expected to put 
through another oll price increase—variously 
estimated δὲ anywhere from 5 per cent to 
a per cent. 

Ts is conceivable that OPEC's hesitancy is 
8. result of efforts by the United States and 
other oil-importing countries to exert coun- 
tervailing pewer on the oil exporters. But 
this seems unlikely, Despite ali the hulla- 
valoo a few years ago abcut “operation in- 
dependence.” the failure of the United States 
tn put together an effective energy develop- 
ment and conservation policy, combined with 
recovery from the depth of the 1974-75 re- 
cession, has made this country even more 
dependent on imported oil than it was be- 
fore the Arab oi] embargo. 

What is actuaily deterring OPEC from an 
immediste and large price increase appears 
ta be the danger to the world economy—and 
henee to the market for OPEC ail The 
OPEC countries are particularly concerned, 
both politically and economically. about the 
threat to the poor oil-importing Third Warid 
nations with whom the oil-rich OPEC states 
are trying to make common cause against 
the advanced industrial countries of the 
Wes, 

1: OPEC were to impose another big price 
increase now, the strain on world markets 
resulting from both increased inflation and 
renewed slump could be unbearable. Bal- 
anece-of-parments deticits of many countries, 
path developed and developing. could get out 
nf control. Banks and other private lenders. 
already unable to expand their loans to 
foreign countries without going beyond the 
mits of prudent risk-taking. would have to 
eur back lending more sharply—and possibly 
wee their existing loans go bac. The effect 


on the international monetary system and 
on world trade and investment could be 
devastating. 

Caught in a bind largely of their own mak- 
ing and potentially disastrous to their own 
interests, OPEC leaders are searching for 
solutions which would require no Sacrifice on 
their part. One gimmick under considera- 
tion wou‘d be to set up 2 two-price system, 
with 4 high oll price for industrial nations 
and a cut-rate price for developing coun- 
tries, But such two-price systems might 
soon break down, and oj] would leak from 
poor to rich. through a kind of black market. 


Another OPEC solution, offered by the 
President of Venezuela, Carlos Andres Perez, 
would be for the oll exporters to use the 
threat of oll price increases as a lever to 
pry more help from the industrial to the 
developing countries—for instance, by scal- 
ing down the oi] price increase in exchanze 
for higher commodity prices and other trade 
concessions for developing countries in West- 
em markets.

OPEC should recognize thai oil prices, 
already too high, are severely jeopardizing 
international financial stability and ought 
to be reduced, and not raised, for the sake 
of their own economic future as much as 
for that of the rest of the world.

Mr. Burns had let it be known 
that he does not necessarily op- 
pose a tax cut and would even be 
willing to support one to improve 
the economy's performance and 
reduce unemployment—provided 
that it was the kind of tax cub 
that Mr. Burns thought would co 
the job. He reportedly had in mind 
2 broad-based, long-lasting reduc- 
tion, 

In his speech today he said 
that inflation was still the pri- 
mary economic problem facing 
the United States and also ex- 
pressed optimism that the econ- 
omy could resume its growth 
without a need for a tax cut.

FEW YORE—The decent thing 
for an inavimate object to 
do in America is wear wut. Most 
inanimate objects understand this 
end go their duty, Lisht bulbs 
@re particularly good about it. I

the store, 

This used to 
infurlate me, ματα 
ticularly when it 
happened on the 
Same day my 
Cur or reirigerator 
had just worn 
out. I would jump 
up and down on the worn-out 
bulb. This seemed les foolish 
than jumping up and down on 
the car or the refrigerator. After- 
ward, I would go back to the 
6lore aNd buy another light bulb. 


These objects may have been 
inanimate, but they had a sense 
of responsibilicy to their race. 
Even ponderous pachydermic ob- 
Jecis—like the automobile and 
refrigerator—were willing to wear 
out after 2 mere two or three 
Years so that succeeding genera- 
licns of automobiles and refng- 
erators could have their chances 
to browse in my bank account. 
The tiny light bulb’s willingness 
to sacrifice juelf almost imme- 
diately for its fellow light bulbs 
was a thing to be adored, rather 
than cursed.

clock had worn out. The stove 
wore out tha, same week, The 
electric skillet wore out the week 
aiterward.

We were sitting right smack in 
the middle of an economic mira- 


cle, yet I was alarmed. And with

The televigion set wasn't wear- 
ing out. 

Whats worse, the toaster

The toaster was αὶ truly sinister 
ease. We acquired ib in 1950 and 
it Wag stl makine toast as well 
as it had made teast 36 years 
ago. After discreet inquiries, I 
learned that the average toaster 
lasts only three months before 
wearing out. If three months was 
the normal ioaster's life span, 
my toaster was 104 years old. It 
seemed indecent for a toaster to 
hang on so long. No wonder the 
ecohomy had been depressed for 
the Past several years. 


The television set's refusal to 
wear out was doubly unnerving. 
Everyoady hears now and then 
of one appliance that refuses to 
wear out: to have two in 4 single 
household seemed too unlikely to 
be dismissed as pure coincidence.
